eoniaiy profit a consldefation, my advancing age indinee 
me to hesifeate belbte I enooonter any aerae labonr doubt* 
fully remunerative. 

The Bibliography ^of our pment litemtoie is, beaideag 
mneh leas required than that of the past, isaamneh as the 
Critical Beviewe of the last thirty years, (the period in 
question), together with the well-ezeeated London Cats* 
logoe recent^ puUished, enable the enquiier to become 
sufficiently familiar with the literary and mercantile value of 
^Imoat ereiy modem book of the least importauca How- 
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every thougli I promise nothings I decline nothing, and maj, 
after a niffiidlent respite, be tempted to re-enter the Biblio- 
graphical arena. 

The present Volume, though called an Appendix to 
Lowndeii is of an entirelj diffiarent character, and to some 
extent an independent work. The information contained 
in it is for the most part new in a collective form, and haa 
cost a Tast amount of laboor and anxiely, notwithstanding 
that the Secretaries of the Tarions Hterarj and scientific 
bodies have, with but little exception, readilj' communicated 
whatever was required of them- 

The Notices or Ad?ertiaementB prefixed to the preriona 
ten Parts have acquainted the reader with nearly all I have 
to saj in respect to my revision of the original matter. I 
will oni/ obwe that although a great deal haa been added 
tbnmghont the work, the latter portion of it is much more 
completely worked up than the earlier, owing to my having 
relied, at the outset, too implidtlj on an accredited amanu- 
ensis. And this gives me occasion to observe tiiat Biblio- 
graphical knowledge alone is not sufficient for producing a 
satiajGactorj Manual — ^it requires unremitting induatiy and 
perseverance. 

My thanks are due to numerous Htenry friends, and 
especially to gentlemen connected with our public libraries, 
.but as manjr decline to have their names mentimied, I 
think it best to omit aU. I cannot, however, permit mj 

old friend, Mr. David Laing, of the Signet Library, Edin- 
burgh^ to pass without another distinct recognition of his 
constant and valuable services. 

It behoves me to say something of Mr. Lowndes, the 
original compiler of the work which I have been labouring 
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to impioYe* Sb was lihe eldest son of a long-estab- 

lislied dramatic publisher residing in Bedford Street, 
Covent Gurden, in the house afterwards occupied by the 
Isto indei&iigable Mi. Thorpe. Having mueh leisure^ he 
was encouraged to undertake what was then a manifest 
desideratum^ a Bibliographical Manual of English Litera- 
tnxe on Ifte plan of Bronef^ and the leading )K)okseUer8 and 
collectors promised and gave bim constant assistance. 
Among the most practically useful to him were those in- 
telHgent bookselleny the late Mr. Thomas £odd and Mr. 
William Pickering; the lattevbis publisber as well as bis 
supporter during the fourteen years progress of the work. 
But every other member of the trade contributed willingly 
wbatever in bim lay. Mr. Lowndes spent the latter yiars 
of bis life in my service as a Cataloguer, but bis long course 
of Bibliographical drudgery had reduced him, both in body 
and mind, to a mere wreck of bis f ormeir self. He died in 
I8489 and in bis own history realised a fiMSt, of which be 
was always conscious, that Bibliography has no recognised 
itatus in Enghind.
